which .had crossed the: Dniester River 
near Zurawna, before it’ could - pe 
strengthened and intrenched. The Ger- 


man and the Austrian official . reports 
make no mention of the fighting in this 
region, but from an account issued. in 
Petrograd the Austro-Germans muet 
have suffered very heayy losses to have 
lost 17 guns and 7,000 prisoners. in 
fact, military men express the belief 
that very few of those who crossed the 
river could have escaped.

“ First, if any of them have ever in a 
moment of passion or excitement sus- 
pected the President of lack of friend- 
ship toward the German Government and 
the German people, let that thought be 
forgotten, never again to be recalled, I 
have, since my resignation, received nu- 
merous telegrams from German-Ameri- 
cans and German-American societies 
ccmmending my actiun.

The Department of Justice has 
been hunting for another missing man 
of the Bitel’s company, Surgeon Nolte, 
who was pérmitted to leave the ship 
on parole atid who overstayed his time 
several weeks. Surgeon Nolte has been 
located on a ship at Aigeciras, Spain, 
according to information received by the 
Government. today and transmitted to 
the State Department.

And right here 1 
want to say that I think the ‘verdict by 
unanimous vote should pe continued if 
for no other purpose than ‘to protect the 
defendant ‘against one of the greatest 
evils—perhaps the most yicious one 
arising in connection with. criminal cases 
—trial of a defendant ‘by newspapers. In 
many instances a defendant = convicted 
in the newspapers ahead of time, and 
the Judge has the greatest oaittl ty in 
handling the case because of the at- 
mosphere by which it has been sur- 
rounded as = such newspaper pub- 
lications. I think there should be, oy 
requirement of a unanimous verdict to 
offset. this.’’ 

With much earnestness Mr. Taft re- 
turned to this subject later on, saying:

“He 
is the only man in the world who hag 
observed any change.in the'tone of the 
press... “It is a relief to find that the

sapiency. But without exception the 
newspapers emphasized the friendly 
tone of the two prévious notes, signed 
by Mr. Bryan himself, although ‘it is 
the general opinion that, those ‘notes 
were written. in language of greater 
firmness than the note: of June 9.

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SAD SITUATION OF AMERICAN 
SHIPYARDS. 

The “sad situation” of American 
shipyards is that their capacity is sold 
out on a rising market. There is busi- 
ness offering requiring ‘175,000 tons of 
steel plates for forty vessels of from 
4,000 to 18,000 tons burden, but.the 
capacity is already sold. Even stranger 
is the fact that just now American ship- 
yards are building more cheaply than 
foreign, and there are in the market 
‘ten orders for ships requiring up to 
5,500 tons for the largest single ves- 
sel—and the yards are sold out. Since 
December thirty-six vessels have been 
booked, and the company. which cuts 
the largést figure in the war, business 
is under the necessity of building its 
own shipyard before it ¢an fill its 
orders for war boats. In the words 
of International Marine Engineering, 
“ American .shipyards.have all thé 
“work they can possibly handle for 
“at least five years to come.” 

The explanation is partly the safety 
of shipping under the United States 
flag now and chiefly the fact that for: 
eign yards are’ éven. busier.than the 
American. The.wastes df war.are so 
much greater than those of peace that 
there ts an abnormal*shortage of ves- 
sels. This happens when foreign ‘ship- 
yards are diverted to naval construc- 
tion. The result is that the foreign-| ™4 
ers are buying here, and, have'antici- 
pated the wants of Americans.in their. 
own market. In the: words of the 
President of the Great Lakes’ Ship- 
building Company, “Plate steel in 
* England today costs $40 a ton. At 
“Pittsburgh it costs only! $25.a ton, 
“ As-each ship averages 5,000 tons: it

But Germany does not set this 
gervitor; of hers up .where we can see 
him, She does not tell even “her own 
people who he is, and she does not ex- 
pect’ even the most sympathetic of- for- 
eigners to approve of him or of his dee&

Poultney Bigelow’s sense of humor ‘seems 
to have exhausted itself in garbling and 
misspelling my name in, his answer ‘to my 
letter in THE Timms. Mr. Bigelow has been 
telling us that ‘he ‘objécts’ to’ the Prussians 
becayse they have many . customs but, ‘no 
manners, It seems to. me he has deprived 
himself of the: right’ of: objection on that 
score. He has. discovered in’ Who's Who that 
I hold a Ph, D.. degree from Leipsic Univer- 
sity. It is true that Who's Who does not 
charge Mr.- Bigelow with any such disability, 
although he spent more time, than I in Ger- 
many. Had Mr, Bigelow been less vivacious 
and more alert in reading my’ letter, he would 
have noticed that the phrase ‘ conspiracy in 
restraint of trade’’ had nothing to do with 
English colonies, about which he is so s0- 
licitous. It did refer; as will be seen by the 
next following Paragraph, to the embargo 
egainst Germany involved the British Or- 
der in Council, which, as Ié ted, the United 
States ‘‘ held and still holds to be in viola- 
tion of international law.”’ Great Britain has 
tried to make this embargo effectual by 
methods which I think may fairly be charac- 
terized as a gigantic conspiracy in restraint 
of trade. But I am obligéd to Mr. Bigelow 
for calling my attention to a possibility of 
misconstruction, ‘and shall strengthen my 
argument by availing ngyself of his criticism, 
Mr. Bigelow considers the President's char- 
acterization of Germany’s dealings witli 
America: hitherto as ‘‘ humane and’ enlight- 
ened,’ @ piece of sarcasm.

Commissioner Kingsbury of the »De- 
partment of Charities announced last 
night the appointment..of Alexander M. 
‘Wilson, Deputy Director of the Dz2part- 
ment of Health and Charities of Phila- 
delphia, as Director of Social Investi- 
gations of the Department of Charities, 
recently left vacant by the resignation 
of Dr. Edward T. Devine.
